NEW LICENSES FOR MOTORCYCLE 
DRIVERS 


Legislative Notebook 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


The additional license tests required 
for motorcycle riders are now being 
given by the Department of Motor Vehi- 
cles. Any motorcycle rider renewing his 
automobile driver’s license will need to 
qualify for the additional motorcycle li- 
cense, Motorcycle endorsements need 
not be added until present auto drivers' 
licenses expire. 

The law called for the requirement to 
begin on Jan, 1, 1969. However the DMV 
has been giving the tests since November 
13. 

The riding test involves riding in a 
straight line at low speeds, making a 
figure eight, riding on the street and 
returning to the area. 

There is alsoa written test, It present- 
ly consists of ten questions on such mat- 
ters as which brake to apply first, where 
in the lane to ride in wet weather, how 
to cross railroad tracks, whether tolean 
in a turn, how to control high speed 
wobble, applying front brakes in a turn, 
whether to use your feet when turning, 
how to carry packages, relative stopping 
distances for cars and motorcycles and 
whether to allow additional distance 
when following an automobile, 

Persons wanting to ride only a motor- 
cycle need not get an automobile license 
first, Permits will be granted for motor- 
cycles for 17-1/2 years of age and over 
or for 15-1/2-year-olds who have driver 
training. This allows riding during day- 
light hours, off the freeway. It is not 
necessary to be accompanied by another 
rider. The permit, like the automobile 
permit, is good for six months and is 
issued upon satisfactory completion of 
the written test. 

Reno Byers, manager of the San Fer- 
nando office of the DMV, advises us that 
the motorcycle tests can be taken during

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times that automobile tests are given. 

There is mixed feeling as to the effect 
the new licenses will have. Some feel it 
will eliminate the marginal rider, the 
one who hops on a trailbike toride to the 
grocery sometimes. They may feel it 
isn’t worth the bother to get a license, 
Others feel it will appreciably improve 
the accident rate for motorcycle riders 
in the state. 

To say the least, in the present **safe- 
ty climate’’, license requirements were 
the least we could swap for mandatory 
helmets, It will be interesting to study 
the figures for the next séveral years and 
see if licenses improve the overall 
picture.

Adelanto Track Wins 
Permanent Permit 


ADELANTO, Calif., Dec. 2, 1968 3 p.m, 
— Irma and Glenn Redding, owners of the 
Adelanto motorcycle scrambles track 
and playground in this desert community 
were granted a permanent permit to 
operate the track after satisfying author- 
ities that the motorcycle races posed no 
problems to the city. 

The permit is contingent on the Red- 
dings building permanent snack bar and 
restroom facilities on the grounds within 
120 days. 

After spending one year on probation, 
the track won the complete support of 
police, planning, building and health de- 
partments, who testified that there had 
been no problems and no complaints 
about the track operation during that 
year. 

Son Also Races 

The Health Department did insist that 
permanent flush toilets and running water 
for sanitary purposes must be installed 
within 120 days, however. 

Mrs. Redding, a motorcycle enthusiast 
whose son also races, says she and her 
husband have spent $8,000 on track de- 
velopment in the past year, and that the 
required sanitary facilities will costan- 
other $8,000. She pointed out that the 
track, which hosted only four District 37 
point runs in the past year, would need to 
have a point run every month next year to 
break even, She plans to ask the District 
37 Sports Committee at their meeting 
this week to consider scheduling 12 point 
runs at the Adelanto track.

Inter-Am and Weil wind up as 22,000 
see his Saddleback Sweep

SADDLEBACK, Cal., Dec, 8— The Fath- 
erland reigned supreme in the 500 Inter- 
national Sunday as Germany’s Adolph 
Weil on a German mount (Maico) outran 
the opposition in all three motos before 
22,000 fans, England’s Bryan Wade on a 
Greeves ended up second overall, despite 
a wrenched back from Saturday. 

The C-Z European team faired badly 
and their DNF rate on Sunday was high. 
Vlastimil Valek was the only team mem- 
ber to make it, taking third overall, The 
other C-Z to finish was Tim Hart, 
seventh overall and fourth American. 

Dave Bickers looked good in the first 
round but his engine developed a ‘‘clink- 
ing sound" somewhere апа һе skipped 
the second, In the third he got with it, 
With Bryan Wade leading and Weil in the 
middle the three of them pulled away 
from the rest, But finally Bickers went 
out for good. 

Joel Robert was fast but just wasn't 
his usual self, He admitted, *'It's notthe 
machine, it’s me, It’s not my day," He 
too ended up on the DNF list on this last 
day of the Inter-Am series that was hard 
on both men and machinery. 

Ronnie Nelson became first American 
and fourth overall on his Montesa. He 
was also the overall 500cc American 
winner for the series, joining teammate 
John DeSoto who took the 250cc Ameri- 
can class, making it a clean sweep for 
Team Viva. 

Saturday Weil Wails 

Adolf Weil and his super-powered 
Maico also took the overall win the 
250cc International, Adolph’s Maico 
proved that horsepower can mean a lot. 
He couldn't be held back even after a 
bad start in the second moto as he easily 
weeded his way into the first position 
in three laps. 

Russ Darnell put on quite a show for 
an American in the second 250 Interna- 
tional. He held second and fourth for 
several laps and for four laps managed 
to hold off world champion Joel Robert, 

Darnell leaves for Europe on January 
15 to ride in the International circuit 
for three years, 

The all-new American Eagle made a 
good showing in the Junior division rid- 
den by David Aldana. Spectator interest 
was high since they were getting a first 
look at it in action, 

Overall Junior winner was Barry 
Bromfield on a Husqvarna, 

On the second round there was a bad 
crash at the bottom of the downhill. Bob 
Grossi (Montesa) went down and several 
of the riders behind him just kept on 
coming like kamikazes and rolled Bob 
and his bike around a bit, There was a 
black flag but Bob walked away from the 
ambulance. 

On the restart Bromfield was third 
first time through and first second time 
through, He never lost the lead, although 
Mike Haney (Triumph), Al Baker (Mon- 
tesa) and Robert Vaca (Bultaco) fought 
hard behind him, .

Wayne 
Whisenant brought another Cub in for 
third. 

The 250cc Novice B moto was the scene 
of even more good racing as Stu Cox 
picked up his second trophy over fellow 
Bultaco riders Dan (Hero) Kegler and 
Chet Burt. 

250 Amateur and Expert event was won 
by amateur Loyal Penn who had little 
trouble getting by fellow Yamaha-rider 
Butch Landguth. Landguth, however, 
wouldn’t settle for second in the Open 
class where he powered his Triumph to 
first over Harley-ace Tony Denius and 
Maico-mounted Jim McClurg. Denius and 
McClurg tied for second, according to 
the officials, 

Bob Rudd rode hard to squeeze. his 
Honda between the Triumphs of Novice 
Open winner Perry Armstrong and third 
place finisher Dean Mackelprong, Sandy 
Armstrong maneuvered his Bultaco to a 
win in the 500cc Amateur over class 
point leader Ron Stinnett, BSA-mounted, 

The season’s awards presentation will 
be held December 21st in the Perris 
Clubhouse where all the high-point riders 
will be honored, Everyone is invited, 


13-YR.-OLD MASON GETS

Cox was followed by fellow Bultaco joc- 
key, Dennis Creason who won the third 
moto.

(Hon) did a fantastic job in beating ex- 
pert Suzuki rider Gary Caldwell, Novice 
Mike Myers was never far behind, fin- 
ishing third on his Honda.

I TRY MY LICENSING 
SKILL TEST

Since my birthday is late in November 
and my driver's license expired, I 
dropped into the local branch of the 
Department of Motor Vehicles to get a 
renewal, After filling out the application 
form and making certain Ihad the neces- 
sary fee, I selected the shorter of two 
lines and took my place at the end. 

As usual I took the wrong line but in 
time I arrived at the window andasI had 
a leather jacket over my arm and a hel- 
met in my free hand, I was not surprised 
to be asked if I wanted the license to ride 
a motorcycle, But then I discovered that 
all license renewals or new licenses 
issued after November 12th would be 
restricted to the use of four-wheeled 
vehicles unless the applicant passed a 
motorcycle «skill test" for a new li- 
cense under class #4. 

After I passed the multiple choice 
questionaire and had my eye test and 
thumb print taken, I was instructed to 
take my motorcycle to one of the lines of 
cars waiting for driver’s tests, If [hadn’t 
had my cycle with me Pd have been re- 
quested to return at another time. 

I took my place at the rear of one of 
the lines and a young man on a Suzuki 
pulled up beside me. As we waited, we 
were joined by two more cyclists. There 
were only two examiners working and the 
line moved very slowly, but eventually 
the examiner asked me for my receipt 
and directed me to the parking area. 

There he asked me topoint the brakes, 
clutch, shift lever etc, As my BMW and 
the two Triumphs had opposite controls, 
Pm sure that the examiner, who ap- 
peared to be a man with no motorcycle 
experience whatever, must have been 
confused, but he gave no indication. He 
was polite but obviously annoyed at hav- 
ing to go through this added procedure, 

He indicated a place between two curbs 
about 15 to 20 feet apart and instructed 
me to do a 360 degree circle first to the 
right and then to the left, He used the 
same area for the 200cc bikes as he did 
for my BMW and the 650 Triumph. I 
touched my foot down at least once on 
each circle, I was then instructed to ride 
my bike across the parking lot through 
as many gears as possible, make a feet 
up U turn and return to the starting place, 

He then marked my paper ‘‘Passed 
Skill Test’’ and I went inside to have my 
photo taken and get my interim license, 

The test itself took less than two min- 
utes but I had arrived at the DMV office 
at 2 p.m. and it was now after 4 p.m, 

In my opinion, the test proved nothing 
and is a good example of legislative 
bungling. Passed by a legislature that 
knew nothing two-wheeled vehicles the 
law is administered by officers whoalso 
lack any real knowledge of motorcycles, 

On second though, maybe I’m lucky. 
Maybe I wouldn’t be able to pass a real 
motorcycle rider’s test.

SAN JOSE, Cal., Nov. 30. There was a 
new face in the crowd at the third indoor 
Short track event of the year here in the 
Santa Clara County Fairgrounds. Maybe 
it was an indication of renewed internal 
trouble for professional AMA racing, It 
was the face. of the new director of 
“Professional Competition’? for the 
AMA, Tom Clark, 

Clark, in two appearances, has not 
created a favorable impressionfor many. 
In fact, some riders are talking about а 
riders’ association, something along the 
lines of the Motorcycle Riders Inc., of 
Southern California, 

At any rate difficulties for the AMA 
are rising again, Big Trouble started 
over the decision to declare the first 
event illegal and carry over the purse 
money to the second, As reported earlier 
(Cyele News, Dec. 19) the official in 
charge allowed compression releases, 
when according to the AMA they were 
illegal. 

So at the second event compression 
releases were declared illegal. This 
decision was protested because of the 
ruling made the week previous, 

As it turns out, the compression re- 
lease is legal for 1969 but that doesn't 
help the present situation. 


Brelsford Breakdown 

The racing format was changed to 
conform with other AMA professional 
racing, Elimination events combining 
all classes is now the setup for short 
track racing. In this case, nine elimina- 
tion heats, four heats, two semi’s, one 
consolation and one main event, 

Gregg Hodges, 216z led it off and 
glided to an easy win in front of Expert 
29y, Ron Wisler. The Los Gatos flash 
also won his heat with fastest time of 
48:30 sec, In the semi he got ahead of 
last year's champ, Mike Yarn, and Russ 
Powell, 58z, and was chased hard by 
these two, In the main he again led Yarn 
around but Butch Corder, 92y, had a fine 
lead from the start and won the big 
marbles, 

National Amateur Champ Mark Brels- 
ford, 47y, continued his bad luck streak 
by leading his elimination heat for two 


laps and then stopping in lap three with 
mechanical’ difficulties, Pete Francini, 
1072, won this heat'over Paul Bostrom, 
15у. 

Nick Theroux, 104у, won the third 
elimination over the eventual main win- 
ner Butch Corder, which just goes to 
show that this system gives everybody 
an equal chance, 

The fourth elimination brought up 
National 420, Gene Romero, the San Luis 
Obispo streak; Coming from the outside 
back row, he*won it, Together with his 
new tuner, Don Carlisle, he should be a 
cinch for the top ten, 

Rich Faria finished second behind 
Romero, Faria has been the subject of a 
lot of discussion because of his part in 
the recent outburst of protests, 

The sixth elimination was won by Chal 
De Cecco with Bill Flett adistant second 
after a first-lap restart, De Cecco went 
on to a third in his heat, 

When the semis started the roof fell 
around De Cecco, He was beat on severe- 
ly in both of the first two starts, The 
third time around finally got them all 
going but De Cecco was in noshape to be 
spectacular and was left out of the 
money. 

In elimination eight, Ray Valne, allthe 
way from Carmichael, won over Philly 
Cancilla, the San Jose flash, Cancilla is 
a great crowd favorite, 

The last elimination brought out the 
champion, Mike Yarn, He won easily over 
Russ Powell. In his heat he beat out 
Valine and Faria, H-D and Ducati mount- 
ed, respectively. Yarn’s ability to ride 
a short track as well as he does is 
largely because of how he goes deep into 
the corners, The compression release is 
the secret and without it his timing 
changes, throwing him off beat. This 
slows him down by about a tenth of a 
second, 

A consolation event was run for the 
fifth and sixth place finishers in the 
heats. Ed Garza, looked good for the 
first ten feet but was bounced around 
and left back. Ron Davies, took the dough 
in this event. 

The indoor races will move to the San 
Francisco's Cow Palaces soon,

I. was Christmas Eve. The attic was warm with 
the risen heat from the rambling old Mill Valley 
house as my wife and I undressed and climbed into the 
cold bed. 

The afternoon had been spent with my family; a 
roast chicken stuffed with Barbara’s special herb 
dressing, enough glasses of a white wine to soften 
things a little, and then the ritual opening of presents. 

-Tired by satisfied, we'd stacked the dishes in the sink 
of our small apartment, loaded the old red Volkswagen 
with bags of gift- wrapped packages and driven across 
the odd, hump-backed Richmond-San Rafael bridge for 
Christmas day with Barbara’s sister, her husband and 
three children. It was dark when we reached the large 
redwood shingled home clinging to a steep hillside on 
a slope of Mt, Tamalpais. The children were in bed 
and we added our presents to the jumbled heap be- 
neath the tree. 

Then as Barbara climbed the stairs to the ‘guest 
room’? in the cluttered attic, I slipped outside, grabbed 
a can of gas from under the VW’s hood and walked 
around behind the house to where my motorcycle was 
parked, The blue and silver Bultaco looked none the 
worse for its three days in the open, away from its 
cozy garage across the bay. 

I loosened the gas cap, poured in enough gas-oil 
mix to top the tank, and carefully wiped a small drib- 
ble of gas that ran down the side of the tank and 
dropped onto the polished alumunum engine cases. 
Then I retraced my steps to the car and the house and 
climbed the worn attic stairs to bed. 

Snuggled next to Barbara’s warmth, sleep came 
instantly, But the tiny alarm clock in my brain was 
alert, and dawn had not yet broken when my eyes 
Popped open and began adjusting themselves to the 
dimness of the room, The house heat of the past eve- 
ning was gone, in its place a nose-tingling chill that 
made the warmth of the bed nearly irresistable. But I 
slipped out of bed and padded across the icy floor to 
my clothes, Quietly, for Barbara still slept, I slipped 
into long johns, jeans and two sweaters, then carried 
my boots, jacket, helmet, gloves and goggles down 
the stairs to the silent living room. 

Christmas morning. Far across the valley street 
lights twinkled through the clear winter air, and the 
colored glow of Christmas trees could be seen ina 
few windows. To the east, across the bay, a slight 

. pre-dawn light was just beginning to show, and in the 
chilly living room the only sound was the quiet lacing 
of boots.

them, The Bultaco was covered withafaintly luminous 
layer of dew, but a couple of kicks was enough to get 
the little two-stroke burbling happily. The coldalumi- 
num cylinder finning turned warm and then hot beneath 
my glove, and I clicked the gearbox into low and start- 
ed up the bumpy dirt driveway to the road, 

Mount Tamalpais stands as a redwood and scrub 
covered sentinel just north of the Golden Gate, It is a 
majestic green mountain, often shrouded in fog. From 
the south and east itresemblesa reclining woman, and 
is known to thousands of bay area children as the 
«Sleeping Maiden." The mountain has several arms 
which form ridges between a number of valley towns 
along the eastern slope. To the west it plunges down 
rocky windswept cliffs to the turbulent Pacific. 

Following its dancing yellow headlight beam, the 
Bultaco sped up the road leading to the mountain's 
main north-south ridge. The road runs toit, then along 
it, then winds along the mountainside and down to the 
coast at Stinson Beach. I was heading for the summit 
road, which turns off about half way to the coast and 
then winds to the mountaintop, 

On such a road speed comes naturally to the little 
Bultaco, and I gave the machine its head, sweeping into 
the uphill bends as the bike’s bb-shot exhaust split the 
morning silence, Cold wind chilled my faceand sought 
out gaps in my clothing as the little Mercurio and I 
picked up the rhythm of speed; brake, downshift, lean, 
accelerate, upshift, following the dotted line’s path 
over the mountain, 

At the ridgeline, with San Francisco Bay spread 
out for miles on the east and the salt air freshness of 
an ocean breeze coming from the west, I dropped the 
gearbox into neutral and coasted to a stop. Now the 
eastern sky was drained of its slate gray hue; near 
the horizon was a pale orange color which faded into 
dark blue as I raised my eyes to seek out the few re- 
maining stars, It would be a closerace to the summit; 
the Bultaco versus the cold winter sun. 

Along the ridgeline the road flattens out a little into 
more gentle curves, A few quick throttle bursts had the 
machine in third gear, its engine pitch rising eagerly 
as it swept into curve after curve, chasing the endless 
asphalt ever higher up the great mountain. 

«Now it came to pass in those days, that a 
decree went forth from Caesar Augustus that 
a census of the whole world should be taken, 
This first census took place while Cyrinus was 
governor of Syria. And all were going, each to 
his own town, to register, 

«And Joseph also sent from Galilee out of 
the town of Nazareth into Judea to the town of 
David, which is called Bethlehem — because he 
was of the house and family of David—to regis- 
ter together with Mary, his espoused wife, who 
was with child.” 

Early morning smells of damp pine needles and 
moist red earth poured into my lungs as the speeding 
Bultaco crested a hill and shot past the little German 
restaurant, Mountain Home, in fourth, then slowed to 
set up for the twisty section ahead. The scrub oak ends 
here and the redwoods begin; this is the shady side of 
the mountain, colder than ever and slashed with small 
canyons that must have been cursed soundly by the 
road builders of long ago. Each little canyon is another 
tight hairpin and my boot tip feels the pebble-grained 
roughness of the pavement as the machine darts 
around curve after curve, In the crisp mérning air the 


sensation is dizzying. 

“Апа ії сате to pass while they were there 
that the days for her to be delivered were ful- 
filled.

The summit turnoff looms up suddenly, and the 
little Spanish two-stroke blasts over the tricky cam- 
ber and hurls up the mountain, Steeper now, the road 
begins its final climb to the summit. The familiar 
scrub and manzanita return as the road winds back to 
the east side of the mountain and nears the peal, A 
blur of white buildings, fencing and a lone guard shiv- 
ering in his hut mark the passing of the Air Force’s 
radar station. One more rise and the Bultaco coasts 
to a stop at the top of the mountain, 

The parking lot should be empty at dawn on 
Christmas morning, but a young man in a yellow 
Porsche and his girl friend are here, too. I pull the 
bike back onto its center stand and walk to the black 
pipe railing, 5 

The orange eastern sky pales to near white, and 
as I watch expectantly the shimmering rim of the 
winter sun peeks over the eastbay hills, throwing stark 
shadows across the waters of the bay, The lights of 
the San Rafael bridge twinkle like a diamond necklace 
stretched across the water, and far to the south the 
massive orange towers of the Golden Gate bridge jut 
majestically into the sky, 

The sun climbs higher until it hangs blindingly 
over the eastern horizon and the magic of dawn be- 
comes the brilliant reality of day.I mount the Bultaco, 
and not bothering to start the engine, push off down the 
mountain, reveling in the silence and cold, 

«And the angel said to them, ‘Do not be 
afraid, for behold, I bring you news of great 
joy which shall be to all the people; for today 
in the town of David a Savior has been born 
to you, who is Christ the Lord, And this shall- 
be a sign unto you: you will find an infant 
wrapped in swaddling clothes and laying in an 
manger, 

And suddenly there was with the angela mul- 
titude of the heavenly host praising God and 
saying, ‘Glory to God in the highest and on 
earth peace to men of good will? ” 

Now it is gravity’s pull that carries the little 
cycle through the curves, with only the sound of the 
tires and the hum of the chain, Itis a peaceful feeling, 
leaning into bend after bend with the empty road bec- 
koning ahead and only the silent trees to witness the 
Bultaco’s graceful progress, 

The crunch of tires on the gravel driveway lift 
me from my reverie and I park the bike and enter the 
house, Blinded by the sudden steam on my goggles, I 
sense, rather than see, the delighted children as they 
rip open their gaily-wrapped presents. From the 
kitchen came the smells of steaming sausage, baking 
rolls, eggs, bacon and coffee. 

Barbara, I could tell, was upset. 

“Hurry,” she said, ‘‘you’ve almost missed 
Christmas."

run with the fuel burners willhave to run 
in the elevens or faster,
